Area and Command: 


Western Pacific Area comprises Australia, New Guinea and Islands, Philippines, 
Ryukyu Islands, Korea and Japan, and also refers to all U. S. Army personnel 
(except 8th and 20th Air Forces) located therein. 


AFWESPAC refers to all U. S. Army personnel located in Australia, New Guinea 
and Islands, Philippines and Ryukyu Islands exclusive of troops under the 
jarisdiction of Armies, Air Forces and Air Transport Command. 


Annual Rates Per Thousand: 


Rates in the form of "annual rates per thousand men" are conventionally used 
in medical statistics and reporting. They serve the purpose of basing obser- 
vations on a common time-period. Most anmaéil rates in this report are based 
on observation of a month-long period; such rates can be converted to rough 
percentages for the month by dividing them by 120.
